A Rich State.— The State of Texas is in 
n most enviable condition in regard to finan¬ 
ces. Her Comptroller in his recent report, 
says the State is out of debt, with a surplus 
of over a million of dollars in the treasury— 
a permanent 5 per cent, school fund of ten 
millions of dollars—an unappropriated pub¬ 
lic domain estimated nt one hundred millions 
of acres, which, if judiciously used, would 
subserve all the purposes of internal im¬ 
provements required by the State, and a tax 
lighter than is imposed on any other people, 
and which is adequate to all the wants of 
the government. The aggregate amount of 
taxable property is very near $150,000,000, 
being nn increase of $25,500,000 over the 
previous year.

especially the young people, are not there. 
They have bought tickets to the lecture 
or to the round of concerts, and, of 
course, when a man has bought a ticket 
he must use it or he will lose his money, 
and it is a great deal worse to lose one’s 
money than to lose one’s soul. That is, 
people live as if they thought so, and we 
suppose they do. 

Seriously, in our cities especially, the 
absorption of evenings by various world¬ 
ly frivolities and amusements is such that 
the church pines under it because she 
finds it almost impossible to g%n and 
keep hold of the young mind as it rises. 
Pastors ought to govern themselves ac¬ 
cordingly, and set special traps for the 
lambs. He who can gain the ear of j 
the children of his flock can come nearest 
to our ideal of a good pastor. 

And let us take care that the devil 
don’t get all these pleasant winter eve¬ 
nings, and, in so doing, get all the gene¬ 
ration that is coming on the stage. 

American Flowers in England.—

must be mentioned tbe collection of Amer¬ 
ican flowers now on show in Ashburnham 
Park.

Flogging a Witch to Death. 

We find the following singular story in 
the Brownsville (Texas) Flag. 

The transaction is said to have occur¬ 
red a few months ago : 

It seems that a young lady of Matamo- 
ras was taken sick, and an old lady in the 
neighborhood, reported to have some skill 
in the* virtue of heibs, was solicited to 
visit and administer to the patient. From 
some cause or other, the old lady failed 
to attend, and suspicious reports were cir¬ 
culated that the old lady had bewitched 
the young one. The authorities were pe¬ 
titioned to compel the attendance of the 
old one. Officers were sent to take her 
before her supposed victim, and the mis¬ 
erably ignorant wretches reported that 
they on several occasions repaired to her 
domicil and could not find her at home, 
but found instead a suspicious looking 
black cat. After several efforts, however, 
they found the old woman at home in¬ 
stead of her cat, and she was taken to 
the presence of the invalid. But her 
herbs failing to restore the sick to health, 
and the meddlesome black cat persisting 
in following its owner, and being by the 
neighbors/ound in the room instead of 
her mistress, fixed the opinion fast in the 
minds of these ignorant people that the 
old woman and the black cat were one 
and the same person; that she, being a 
witch, could take the form of a cat and 
assume her own shape at will—that the 
invalid was a victim to her diabolical art. 
With these convictions, it is said, they 
sought out tbe unfortunate old creature, 
and actually tied her up and with thongs 
flogged her to death as a witch. 

In justice to the civic authorities of 
Matamoras, we are happy to state that 
they were not a party to the’ tragic part 
of this singular transaction, and that they 
were prompt in arresting tbe actors. 

The Open Circumpolar Sea. —The 
discovery of the open Circumpolar Sea 
appear to have been made by a Russian 
officer thirty years ago. This was Lieut. 
Wrangle, who, somewhere about the year 
1824, advanced by sleds across the ice 
from the northern coast of Siberia, due 
north to the open sea, Lieut, (now ad¬ 
miral) Wrangle took frequent soundings 
during the trip, and found the water shal¬ 
low, with a muddy bottom, Tbe climate 
became more moderate as he made north¬ 
ing. According to his estimate of his 
position at the margin of the Polar 
Ocean, he must have been near the par¬ 
allel of 82 degrees north, on which Dr. 
Kane was when he saw the same sea, al¬ 
most on the opposite side of the Pole.— 
Lieut. Wrangle concealed provision in the 
ice as he advanced, which he cut out for 
supplies on bis return. The party slept 
in lodges warmed by spirit-lamp, which 
also cooked their meals. Their sufferings 
ivere not as great as those of the land 
parties that have gone out from the Brit¬ 
ish exploring ships.

Catholicism Declining. 

Catholicism is declining in nearly every 
part of the world, notwithstanding the 
Pope has recently been “ putting his 
shoulder to tbe wheel.” In Austria there 
are more than three millii.n and a half of 
Protestants., In France there are many 
Protestants, who are protected by law, 
and the annual Papal revenue has sunk, 
since the revolution, from $30,000,000 
to about $20,000,000.

In Brazil, Chili, 
and Central America, liberal sentiments 
are advancing ; wb.i New Granada, 
Venzuela, and the Argentin Republic, 
have formally proclaimed liberty of wor¬ 
ship. In Mexico, tbe estates of tbe 
church have been confiscated to the 
amount of about fifty million dollars.

Divorce.—A bill has been introduced , 
in the New York Senate contemplating 1 
the increase of the causes for which a di¬ 
vorce may be procured. The first is an 
abandonment of the wife by the husband, 
or of the husband by the wife, for the 
space of three years; the second is the 
cruel treatment of the wife by the husband 
so as to endanger her life. To this the 
Enquirer objects, and says that owing to 
a relaxation of the law in Prussia, in 
1817, three thousand marriages were dis¬ 
solved. It was not until luxury and cor¬ 
ruption influenced the manners of the 
Romans that the abuse of divorce pre¬ 
vailed ; and the republic had subsisted 
some five hundred years before the first 
instance of divorce occurred. When we 
find divorces easily obtained, we cannot 
fail to perceive the effects upon the com¬ 
munity. Of this France and some of the 
' other European States are fair examples. 


Discovery of the Tower of Babel. 

The Syrian correspondent of the Travel¬ 
ler writes thnt M. Place, the French con¬ 
sul at Mosul, has discovered what he be¬ 
lieves to.be the veritable remains of the 
tower of Babel ! Their locality is the field of 
Afbela, a few days’ journey from Mosul.— 

M. Place wns engaged in exploring the 
field, or plain, which is famous as having 
been the scene of a decisive battle fought be¬ 
tween Darius and Alexander. The ruiu 
is thus described : 

“This proud tower which wns built in 
defiance of Heaven, and aimed, to pierce^ 
the very skies, hvs lost in the course ot 
ages its cloud reaching elevation. Six ol 
its eight stories have fallen and crumbled in¬ 
to dust; but the two which remain are so 
high that they may he seen for fifty or 
1 sixty miles around. The base ot the tow¬ 
er is quadrangular, and each side about six 
hundred feet long. The tower is made of 
’ bricks ol the purest clay and of a white 
J color, which is a little shaded with a yellow 
tint. Under a clear son, and as a whole’ 
j this ancient monument of human skill and 
3 daring presents a fine blending of colors 
s which set the painter’s pallet at defiance.— 

., Before being baked, the bricks had been 
:t covered with characters traced wilh the ac- 
h curacy of the hand of u writing master.— 
is Near the top of the letter the straight strokes 
were adorned with flourishes resembling 
e the heads of nails. All was neat, regular 
e and severe: and, Thdeed, those who saw 
these specimens of ancient calligraphy af- 
d firm that the fathers of the human race 
5t wrote a better hand than their children.

The 
nd ’ stream \vould force its way into a river in 
lbe the vicinity, did not the people hasten to 
tb j stop it by setting thc bituminous flood on 
b fire, when they tranquilly wait till the fire 
is extinguished for wuut of aliment.

It says that when the ice 
broke up last week, the whole Eastern 
shore of Long Pond, from Jeremy’s Cove 
to the bridge at the Narrows, was found 
filled with eels to the depth of two or three 
inches, so thick that n spear thrust in at run- 
dum by way of experiment, took out ten.— 
Where such an enormous body of eels came 
from is a mystery. 

Nebraska. —The Mouse of Representa¬ 
tives of the Nebraska Legislature, on the 
15th ult., passed the bill to remove the 
territorial capital to Dougins city, a town 
in Lancaster County, on Salines Creek, at a 
point seventy miles north of the Kansas line, 
and thirty west of the Alissouri—tbe bill 
having before passed the Council. It was 
supposed Gov. Izard would veto it.
